It is hoped that those who have the 
information at hand as to the cost of 
wharf building and as to how far the 
wharf should extend, will have the 
same-ready in order that it may be 
submitted to the Board of Trustees at 
their next meeting. 
This matter of 
voting bonds for the new wharf should 
not be delayed, one day longer than 
can possibly be Helped, as the sooner 
the bonds are voted and the wharf 
built the sooner will the prosperity of 
Berkeley begin. 
It is conceded by 
everybody that a public wharf is a ne­ 
cessity and that the real progress of 
Berkeley will nut commence until the 
wharf is built. 


Capitalists who are looking for sites 
upon which to erect manufactories are 
all pleased with West Berkeley, both 
on account of the adaptability of its 
lands, and on account of its nearness 
to the city, but each and all of them 
say the same thing when asked to pur­ 
chase or build: 
"We cannot do so as 
we 
1 would be entirely at the mercy of 
the Southern Pacific railroad for bring 
ing our supplies to Berkeley, and ship­ 
ping our products out. 
If you had a 
public wharf where schooners or ships 
could land with our supplies, then we 
would come- to Berkeley, for in all 
other respects it has no superior for a 
manufacturing center." 


Our citizens, all know that these are 
the facts in the case, and as far as we 
have heard public expression they are 
a unit in having the wharf built, and 
jnst as soon as possible. 
It is esti­ 
mated that the wharf could be built 
for $30,000 and that the balance could 
be used in erecting the proper sheds, 
coil bunkers, etc, and in purchasing 
public scales. 


All that is necessary now is for the 
Trustees to inform themselves of about 
what is wanted, and call the election, 
so that this, the most important part of 
the matter now, can quickly be de­ 
termined. 


There is ho need of delay in this 
matter when all are agreed that it is a 
public necessity.
